This is 
admitted as essential beyiind the sug- 
gestion of discussion, and the library ex- 
perts go iiililiitely furtluT and take the 
libraries into the homes of the workers. 
.Vl Pittsburg for example, the great Jive 
million dollar nioiiunient to Carnegie's 
generosity and bis eiilhusiasin in llio 
cause of gen. ral e.liicati.iii, is nol only 
locat.'il in the industrial centre, but a 
circiilatiii;; library system is in opcralimi 
in I'linnectioii, niucli siinilar to that ol 
the traveling libraric's provided by the 
I'.ritisli <'oluiiibia goveriiiiieiit for the 
beiu'tit of riiriil (•omiiiunilies. An olll- , 
cial is specially employed to deliver neat \ 
ca-. s of books at the homes of the com- ' 
parativ.dy poor; the children are inform- 
.'.I that "these books are pr.ivide.l f.ir 
Ihi'iii to read; they are cliarged v. illi n'- 
j sponsibilitv for the care, of tlie sets of 
I l.o.iks. and they are told that when they 
I have read the works provided, the lib- 
j rary man will call for them, replaeing 
j I h.'iii with others.
